
REMARKS 

Claims 5 and 8 are amended to respond to the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. §112. 

In addition claim 5 is amended to recite methyl nonyl 
ketone in lieu of reciting active ingredient. 

The specification page 13, beginning at line 3 sets forth 
castor oil/isophorone diisocyanate as a suitable polymer for 
applicants water based concentrate. The examiner's question at 
page 2 lines 14-15 of the Office Action regarding this polymer 
is not understood. Clarification is respectfully requested. 

Claims 5, 8 and 9 are patentable over Yanai etal No 
5846562. The present invention is directed to a a water based 
concentrate composition for controlling insects and animals in 
which methyl nonyl ketone is active ingredient, and in which 
castor oil/isophorone diisocyanate is the polymer. Specific 
quantities in percent by volume are stated in the claims. 

Yanai etal relates to a pharmaceutical composition for oral 
administration which exhibits antiangiogenesis activity for 
cancer treatment. Yanai etal provide a pharamaceutically active 
compound (a fumagillol derivative) that inhibits the growth of 
blood vessels and is therapeutic agent for angiogenesis 
associated diseases such as cancer. Applicant's invention with 
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methyl nonyl ketone has no such affect on animals and insects. 
Applicant's composition merely caused animals and insects to go 
away from the place where the composition is sprayed or 
otherwise deployed. Methyl nonyl ketone is not mentioned in this 
reference nor is the reference directed in any to applicant's 
composition for control of insects and animals. Reconsideration 
of this ground of rejection is requested.
